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Grant and Rosecrans. 


The first soldier of his time is slowly 
and painfully passing from the scene of 
his immortal achievements under the 
flag of the Great Republic, to the un- 


- explored fields beyond the River, to 


join the mystic squadrons gone before. 
At this sad painful juncture, every- 
thing bearirg upon the relations of 
General Grant to his military and civil 
cotemporaries possesses interest. The 
difficulty between Grant and Rose- 
‘erans has recently been opened afresh. 

In last Sunday’s Times we printed a 
‘portrait and biographical sketch of 
General William 8. Rosecrans. The 
biography was brief, partial and favor- 
able-—too favorable, in that it carefully 
concealed the notoriously weak points 
in the military career of the man who 
is now the most bitter and persistent 
opponent of General Grant on the floor 
of Congress. The Trimzs, however, 


printed the sketch as it received it, 


without ‘‘eutting."’ 

It will be recollected that in the dis- 
cassion which took place in the House, 
on the 15th ult., on the Grant retire- 
ment bill (which then failed by a vote 

of 158 nays to 103 yeas) General Bose- 
eraus made himself conspicuous in a 
speech against General Grant, wherein 
he raid that he considered it his duty“ 
to oppose the bill as a plain proposition 
to reward that officer for distinguished 
military services. He then went on to 
assert (uli the time denying that he was 
capable of being governed in his public 
actions by his private dislikes) that 
General Grant’s reputation had been 
exaggerated and misrepresented; that 
when histery came to be written 
„it would be pared down 
very different dimensions;’’ that stu- 
dents of history had placed the stamp 
of untrustworthiness’’ upon the record 
of Grant's military achievements; that 
Grant had made statements officially 
which were false, which he knew to be 
false, and which Rosecrans himself had

ports; that Grant is not poor; and, 
finally, that Congress, by a solemn act, 
was asked to arrest the progress of the

It dates 
back to a critical period of the war, 
when, on a famous field of the great 
strife, it hecame the duty of Grant, the 
successful leader, to supplant Rose- 
craps, the failure, in order to save the 


honor of the national arms and avert 


@ still greater disaster to the Union 
eause than that which inefficiency had 
already brought upon it. We mean 
Chickamauga. 

A brief summary of the proguett 


events of that critical period in the 


Republic’s imperiled life will give point 
to our proposition. The following, 
from the 
effectively presents the situation as it 
was at that me: 

in the early part of the war he [Rose - 
crans] gave some promise of being a 
great general. But stubborn facts dissi- 
patei the ideas thus formed. More 
than once he was saved by his lieu- 
tenants. At Stone River he would 
have lost the day without their aid. At 
Chickamaugua he completely lost bis 
head, and but for the aid of Thomas 
and Sheridan, the chances are that his 
eutire army would have been captured.

All remember the magnificent 
result of that fight in the late days of 
November, 1863. Hooker carried the 
day on our right, scaled Lookout 
Mountain, fought his battle above the 
clouds,’’ captured the enemy's batteries, 
and mace for himself a name that 
will last as long as history is read. 
Thomas and Sheridan in the center 
forced the enemy’s position on Mission- 
ary Ridge, drove them over it and pur- 
sued them with vigor. Sherman with 
his gallant troops of the Department of 
the Tennessee, held our extreme left in 


this great battle, and although the en- 


emy had m upon him he never 
gavean inch. Chattanooga was not 
relieved, but saved. The gates to At- 
lanta and to Savannah, to Charleston 
and Columbia, and afterward to Rich- 
mond, were left ajar—and within a few 
months all those places were in_ 
possession of the Federal ATOUps.

He had no part in those glorious 
achievements which opened the gate- 
ways to the sea, and made possible the 
results which culminated at Appomat- 
tox.

The Extension of the California 
Southern to be Pushed, 

San Francisco Call, Feb, 28. 

For some time past many conflicting 
rumors have been afloat regarding the 
extension of the California Southern 
line to connect with the Atlantic and 
Pacific road. The question bas at last 
been set at rest, and it is pow authorita- 
tively stated that the line will be ex- 
tended and the work pushed rapidly to 

a completion. In this connection it 
2 be stated that the money to do the 
work is being advanced by Kidder, Pea- 
body & Co., of Boston. It is estimated 
that 1 $1, 500,000 to $2,000,000 will 
be required this year, and the firm will 
take as collateral the 6 per cent. bonds 
of the company and pay themselves 
back out ot the money received from 


the sale of the bonds, A well-posted 


railroad man said: yesterday that the 
road was paying and doing well, and 
that during last year it earned operating 
expenses, less taxes. This, in the face 
of the fact that it suffered heavy impair- 
ment from freshets and lack of con- 
nections, is a remarkabie showing. 
During the first month in this year the 
earnings were $2,100 in excess of those 
of January, 1884. What promises to 
help the road most materially is an 
infiux of immigration into Southern 
California, which will increase the local 
traffic greatly, as many of these immi 
grants will locate permanently. In 
regard to through business, it will 
depend almost entirely upon circum- 
stances, but for some years at least 
there is no doubt it will be quite large; 
that is to say, unless the Southern 
Pacific compels the Atchison road to 
make San Diego its main Pavific port 
instead of San Francisco. In this 
latter event, which is not very probable, 
the California Southern could be made 
to pay out of local traffic, and the 
figure it would be able to cut with 
combinations as a — 
line.

Assemblyman Hazard, of Los Angeles, 
whose bill to amend the mechanic’s lien 
law was defeated in the House on 
Thursday, addressed an open-air mass 
meeting at the oorner of Fourth and R 
streets to-night. He called the mem- 
bers who voted against his measure 
„the cattle of the Assembly, and 
stated that Watson of Alameda, who 
opposed it, “had no more knowledge of 
its provisions than a bat.“ Watson at- 
tempted to explain his position, but 
was cried down.
